good condition. Where this was impossible, 
there is considerable luxurianee of wild growth 
to be cleared awav. and already numerous 
parties of the Graves Regietration Commission 
Corps are engaged upon the work. Such 
damage as has been done to these places of 
sacred memory has been caused by shell fire. 
On neither side has this been otherwise than 
purely an accident of war. It is too early as 
yet to estimate just what degree of damage 
has been done ae the result of “batt! e. Indeed, 
a good many of the British buria) places are 
still within the fire zone. In manv cases the 
mischief is limited to the splintering, or carry- 
ing away, of a cross. So carefully and 
scientifically have the cemeteries within the 
administration of the Graves Registration Com- 
mission been eurveyed and mapped that, even 
if a considerable area of any ground were 
obliterated by ehell fire, the position of each 
grave could, in most cases, be exactly jocat ed, 
and the work of restoration faithfully carried 
out. It is comforting to know that in all 
the dark times through which we have assed, 
and which, as Sir Douglas Haig puid it. we 
may ae will never return, the last resting 
places of those dear ones who have given thelr 
lives for their country have been treated with 
honourable respect by the Germans.

and to communicate on the subject with all the other belligerents. 


The Note asks for the despatch of plenipotentiaries to a neutral country 
to discuss the question of peace, and accepts the President's message 


of January, 1918, as a basis of negotiations. 
There is as yet no indication of official opinion in London, but unofhcial 


views both in London and Paris point out that while the Note indicates 
apprehension of grave domestice troubles in Germany, as well as in 


Austria, it expresses no hint of regret for the havoc brought about by 
the war, or of a desire to make atonement.

In the matter of internal policy, [ have taker 
a firm avd clear stand through the manner in 
which the formation of the Government was 
brought about.

Supported by the consent of all 
authorised persons in the Empire, and b 
' y 
the consent of all our allies acting in con- 
cert with us, | sent, on the night of the 
4th-Sth of October, through the inter. 
mediary of Switzerland, a Note to the 
President of the United States, in which 
| requested him to take up the question of 
bringing about a peace, and to communi- 
cate to this end with all belligerent States. 
The Note will reach Washington to-day or 
to-morrow. it is directed to the President 
of the United States, because he, in his 
Message to Congress on January 8th, 1918. 
and in his later proclamations, particularly 
in his New York speech of September 27th, 
proposed a programme for a general peace 
which we can accept as the basis of negotia- 
tions, | have taken this step not only for 
the salvation of Germany and her Allies, 
but also for that of the whole of humanity, 
which has been suffering for years as a 
result of the war. Í have taken it also 
because | believe the thoughts regarding 
the future well-being of the nations which 
were proclaimed by Mr. Wilson are in 
accord with the general ideas cherished hy 
the new German Government, and, with it, 
by the overwhelming majority of our 
people. 

So far as I am personally concerned, my 
earlier specches to other assemblages of hearers 
testify that the conception which I hold of the 
future péace has undergone no change since 1 
was entrusted with the leadership of the 
Empire's affairs. What I want is an honour- 
able and enduring peace for al] mankind, and 
I beliete that such a peace would, at the same 
time, be the strongest rampart for the fyture 
well-being of our Fatherland. JI see, conse- 
quently, no distinction between national] and 
international mandates of duty in respect of 

ace. For me the deciding factor is solely 
that al] participants shall, with equal honesty, 
acknowledge these as binding, and respect them, 
as is the case with me and the other members 
of our new Government.

WILSON’S TERMS 
ACCEPTED. ,

FEELING IN LONDON AND 
PARIS. 


The Frankjurter Zeitung learns from Vienna 
that Count Burian’s new Peace Note will be 
published to-day (Saturday), and that it will 


state that President Wilson’s terms have been 


accepted. 

A Vienna telegram (says Reuter’s Berne cor: 
respondent) announces that the Austrian Minis- 
ter at Stockholm has requested the Swedish 
Government to transmit to President Wilson a 
telegram stating that Austria-Hungary, which 
has never waged war except on the defensive, 
and has several times shown her desire to put 
an end to the present bloodshed and to con- 
clude a just and honourable peace, proposed 
that President Wilson should immediately con- 
clude a general armistice with her Allies, and 
open negotiations for peace without delay. The 
negotiations, the telegram to President Wilson 
says, should be based on the fourteen points of 
President Wilson’s Message of January 8th, 
1918, and the four points of his speech on 
February i2th, 1918, and should also take 
into account President Wilson’s declaration of 
September 27th. 1918. Germany and Turkey 
would make a similar démarche. The Vienna 
telegram goés on to say that the démarche of 
the Central Powers has been discussed at length 
at Vienna and Berlin in a series of conferences, 
in which representatives of the military authori- 
lies and the Premiers of ije German Confede- 
rate States participated. 

According to a Vienna telegram, the Fremden- 
blatt says that no reply to Count Burian’s Note 
has hitherto reached Vienna from London, and 
that the report is unconfirmed that Quegn Wil- 
helmina has taken steps in order to bring about 
peace through the mediation of Holland. 

AUSTRIAN PRESS COMMENT. 

According to a Vienna telegram, the Fremden- 
iatt writes:—This day has a historical. signifi- 
cance. The action of the Cemiral Empires, 
whatever its result may be, shows the whole 
world that the war which we are waging is a 
defensive war. We hope, and we cannot “o 
more than hope, that our peace action will meet 
with corresponding appreciation on the enemy s 
part. We must, however, reckon wiih every- 
thing, and must be armed for all events.

NEW GOVERNMENT'S PEACE 
POLICY. 

The Berliner Tageblatt, according to a 
Reuter’s Amsterdam telegram, gives the text of: 
the programme of the Majority parties of th

l—Adherence to the Imperial Government’s 
reply to the Papal Note of August Ist, 1917. 

2—Declaration of readiness to join a League 
of Nations in accordance with the following 
principles, namely :—That the League shall com- 
all States, and he based on the idea 
equality for all peoples.

Paragraph 4 says that the peaco treaties 
hitherto concluded must form no hindrance to 
the general conclusion of peacé>~In the Baltic 
provinces of Lithuania and Poland popular as- 
semblies are to be created at the oaslinns pos- 
sible moment on a broad basis. These States. 
where civil administration is to be introduced 
at the earliest possible moment, are to settle 
their own constituti#ns and their relations to 
neighbouring peoples, 

Paragraph 5 provides for the establishment 
of an indenendent Federal State of Alsace- 
Lorraine, with full autonomy corresponding to 
the demand of Alsace-Lorraine for a popular 
assembly. 

Paragraph 6— The carrying out without delay 
of electoral reform in Prussia: :-likewise an en- 
deavour to bring about such reform in those 
Federal States which are still without it. 

Paragraph 7 aims at the summoning of 
Government representatives from Parliament 
to carry out a uniform Imperial: policy; strict 
observance of all constitutional authority; the 
abolition of all military institutions that serve 
for the exercise of political influence. 

Paragraph 8 says that, with a view to the 
protection of personal liberty, the right of meet- 
ing, and the freedom of the Press, prescriptions 
regarding the state of siege should immediately 
be amended, and the censorship restricted to 
questions of relations to foreign Governments, 
war stretegvy and tactics, troop movements, and 
the manufacture of war material. 

The establishment of a political control de- 
partment for all measures taken on the ground

A STEP TOWARDS PEACE. 
FEELING IN LONDON, 
Speaking at Manchester yesterday, Mr. G. N. 
Barnes, M.P., said the German Chancellor’s 
speech made a great advance towards peace.

Australian and English troops, accompanied 
by tanks, have made progress in the neighbour- 
hood of the villages of Montbrehain and Beau- 
revoir, and on the spur north-west of the latter 
village. 

A number of prisoners have been taken by us. 

As the result of our continuous pressure along 
the whole front, the enemy has begun to with- 
draw from the high ground known as the La 
Terriere Piateau, in the bend of the Canal 
de L’Escaut, between Le Catelet and Crevece@ur. 

On the whole front between these 
villages our troops are now east of the Canal, 
driving in the German covering detachments. 
They have gained’ possession of La Terriere 
and the section of the Hindenburg system in 
this neighbourhood. 

The enemy is burning Douai. 

Aviation.—On October 4ta our 
vigorously continued their operations. Many 
targets were reported to our artillery, and 
much valuable reconnaissance and photographic 
work was accomplished. Our bombing machines

were again active, twenty-one tons of bombs | 


being dropped by day and twenty-five tons by 
night. The railway junctions in the rear of 
the enemy's battle front were attacked at 
ight. Damage to the permanent way and 
rolling stock resulted. In air fighting fourteen 
hostile machines were destroyed, and six were 
driven down out of control.

Stubborn fighting took place all day yester- 
day, both at Montbrehain and Beaurevoir. i 

Having captured the former village early, in 
the morning, together with 500 prisoners, whe 
Australian troops concerned were severely 
counter-attacked. 

Throughout the remainder of the day the 
enemy made repeated § attacks with troops 
brought up from the reserve to regain the 
village. All his attempts were repulsed, and in 
the course of the fighting heavy losses were 
inflicted -on his troops, the British tanks doing 
great execution among the German infantry. 

The village rests in our hands. i 

The possession of Beaurevoir was also fiercely 
disputed, and remained long in doubt. 

The enemy had been strongly reinforced, and 
spared no effort to retain the village. 

After making progress during the day by 
hard fighting, in the evening the English troops 
again attacked, and carried the village, again 
establishing their line firmly to the east and 
north-east of it. 

To the north of Beaurevoir our troops have 
cained possession of Aubencheul-aux-Bois, and 
are established on the high ground running 
northwards towards Lesdain. ' 

Over 1,000 prisoners were captured by us in 
our operations yesterday north of St. Quentin, 

On the remainder of the front encounters be- 
tween patrols and outposts have taken place 
in different sectors.

We have improved our positions slightly in 
local engagements south-east and north of 
Aubencheul-aux-Bois. 

North of the Scarpe our troops have gained 
possession of Fresnoy, and are established on 
the eastern outskirts of the village. 

Aviation.—On October Sth our squadrons con- 
inued their work in cloudy and unsettled 
weather. Artillery observation, reconnaissance, 
nd photcgraphic work were accomplished. 
‘ontact was kept with our advancing infantry, 
nd the positions of our troops and the move- 

rents of the enemy were rapidly reported to 

as various headquarters Twenty-two and a 
ialf tons of bombs were dropped by us on 
suitable targets behind the enemy’s lines. Ger 
man fighting machines showed some activity in 
the morning, when several combiis took place. 
As the result of these encounters, eight hostiie 
machines wee shot down and three were driven 
down out: of control. Four German bailoons 
were also destroyed. In addition, one enemy 
machine was shet down by our anti-aircraft 
guns. Nine of our aeroplanes are missing. A 
strong wind and low clouds greatly restricted 
our operations at night, but one of our 
squadrons succeeded in dropping over a ton of 
bombs on railway junctions in the rear of the 
enemy’s positions.

North of St. Quentin the fighting has @* 
tinued with undiminished violence.

North-west of Rheims our troops began again 
to exercise Vigorous\pressure upon the enemy 
along the whole front of the Aisne Canal, which 
we have crossed at several places.

The number of prisoners counted during the 
last five days exceeds 2,500. 

Thirty-guns have fallen into our hands. These 
include twenty heavy pieces, of which five were 
of 210 millimetres. 

in Champagne the lively attacks of the 
Franco-American troops, and the advance which 
they made yesterday in the direction of the 
Arnes. forced the enemy, who was threatened 
with having his left turned, to evacuate pre- 
cipitately the eastern part of the mountain 
region. 

Our troops in the western sector of the Suippe 
are on the heels of the enemy’s rearguards, and 
reached during the night the heights 800 metres 
south-east of Moronvillers.

The Germans, who have been heavily rein- 
forced, are disputing the ground along the 
entire Orfeull-Monthois front with extreme 
obstinacy.

The victorious attacks which have been de- 
livered for several days past by our traops, in 
co-operation with the American Forces, on 'the 
Vesle front. and on the front in Champagne, 
obliged the enemy to make a general retreat 
towards the Suippe and towards the Arnes.

GERMANY AND PRESIDENT 
WILSON’S SPEECH. 

An Amsterdam telegram says :—C »mmenting 
on rPesident Wilson's speech of Septeuatber 
27th, in New York, the full text of which has 
just been supplied to the German Press by the 
semi-official agency, the Vorwaerts writes :— 
For the further development of world events, 
this speech has an importance which cannot 
easily be surpassed by the impending German 
declaration. To. judge it rightly, it must be re- 
membered that it was delivered by a states 
man who feels himself on the summit of mili- 
tary success, and here it must, in justice, be 
confessed that those formerly in power in the 
German Empire under a similar passing of 
good fortune in war spoke quite differently. If 
the path which President Wilson indicates is 
really open, then the German people under ita 
new government will not hesitate a moment 
to tread it. It can in nowise be assumed that 
President Wilson’s fourteen points in his speech 
of aJnuary 8, 1918, are disposed of by the five 
points of the new speech. Amongst these 
fourteen points twelve were acceptable from 
the beginning, and the two relative to Alsace 
Lorraine and Poland were difficult of settle- 
ment. Meanwhile, it may be noted that the 
realisation of the old social democratic demand, 
to grant autonomy to Alsace Lorraine means 
ia practice a big concession, and that free 
navigation on the Vistula and guaranteed ac 
cess to the sea has been promised to the new 
Poland: The paper adds:—All this justifies the 
hope that success will not be denied to the 
serious peace step of the German Government. 
It will not be a “German peace of victory,” 
and no hard peace for others. Neither, how- 
ever, if it corresponds to President Wilson's 
five points, will it be a hard peace for us, but 
a peace of international justice. 


GERMANY’S COURT OF APPEAL, 

Discussing the German Peace Note, the 
Morning Post says :—Judging: by the tone of 
the Imperial Chancellor's speech, we must con- 
clude that Germany has not yet deigned to 
suggest that she intends to offer reparation for 
her crimes. The fact is the rulers of Germany 
now clearly perceive that victory is out of their 
reach. ‘Therefore, they naturally desire to end 
the war as soon as possible upon the best terms 
they can secure, and, as a beginning, they ask 
for an armistice, in order to escape from an 
intolerable military situation. On that point 
Marshal Foch is the person to be approached. 


NOT RIPE FOR PEACE. 


The German peace move, observes the Dasly 
Chrontele, 1s the most important which has yet 
been made. No statesman who believes in the 
Wilsonian licy of trying to end the war now, 
once for “all, can be content with anything less 
than a final and unequivocal elimination of the 
Potsdam war-makers. There must be restitn- 
tion and reparation, and guarantees. The 
journal, after referring to the Chancellor’s boast 
about the German Army, says:—If the eitua- 
tion is so ft manifestly is not ripe for a world 
peace. Germany has undergone neither change 
of outlook, mor change of heart, which alone 
can permit a world peace to be permanent. 


A NOTE OF DEFEAT. 

The German appeal for peace confronts the 
Allies with a momentows cecision, says the 
Daily News. Germany has accepted the inexor- 
able verdict of events, and asks for peace on the 
President's terms. It is a note of defeat, and ' 
of ithe acceptance of facts. “rince Max’s words 
are skilfully chosen, but their meaning is clear.

A Stockholm telegrdm, dated Friday, states 
that according to reports from Petrograd re- 
garding the German treatment of the Baltic 
provinces the entire administration has been 
militarised, all the public posts being held by 
officers, while even the civil administration is 
burdened with German non-commissioned offt- 
cers. The influx of Germans makes it difficult 
for the local population to find an occupation. 
The schools have been Germanised; teachers 
have been imported from Germany, and the 
children are forced to learn German patriotic 
songs. Another report from Petrograd says 
that the kitchens of the Imperial Palaces are 
being used for public feeding purposes. The 
Winter Palace kitchen prepares fifty thousand 
portions of soup a day.

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Italian Official.—Local fighting activity became 
more liyely yesterday on various portions of the 
front. In the Tonale area, to the south-east

On the Col Del Rosso 
erlemy poten approaching our front lines were 
driven back by intense hand bomb-throwing. 

Our own and Allied airmen were very active. 
Hostile flights were faced and driven back in | 
combats over Val Lagarina and Susegana. An | 
enemy plane was seen falling out of control. 

The aviation camp at Egna (Upper Adiage) 
was bombarded with incendiary bombs. The | 
destruction of huts, hangars, and three machines 
was ascertained. Effective bombing of tha | 
enemy's lines of communication was carried out | 
on the Asiago Plateau. 

Austrian Official—On the Venetian Mountain 
front fighting nas considerably revived. South 
of the Asiago and fn Mount Pettica enemy de- 
tachments penetrated our foremost lines. They 
were ejected by a counter-thrust. North-east of 
Mount Pertica, in order to improve our fighting 
position there, we wrested from tlie Italians the 
pass position. Defachments of the Bosnia- 
Herzegovina Infantry Regiment No. 5, in bitter 
hand-to-hand fighting, took the Italian defen- 
sive establishments, and from the captured 
trenches repulsed three strong counter-attacks. 
In addition to sanguinary losses, the enemy 
suffered the losa of six officers and 170 men as 
prisoners. Further, eighteen machine guns and 
much trench material were captured. At the 
same time also our patrols brought in prisoners 
out of enemy positions'on the Col Dellorsy,
